REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The particular 
powder metal cladding nozzle which is coaxially attached to a laser processing head 
comprising a body portion, a nozzle portion, a powder metal holding space, and wherein 
the body portion includes a dividing portion that divides the powder metal holding space 
into plural powder metal holding regions is not described in the prior art.
